ing about 10 o'clock the dead body of 
Miss Lamont was found in jthe belfry 


of the Baptist Emmanuel church on 
Bartlett street San Francisco. 
On the 
day of her disappearance she was seen 


by three young ladies to board a Pow­ 


ell street car in company with a young 
man, presumably on her way home. It 
It is now thought that the two went 
directly to the church. 
The young 
man has been identified as being W. 


H. J. Durant, who was the librarian of 
the church and Superintendent 
of the 
Sabbath school. 
He carried a key to 
the church and this accounts for the 
couple going there upon some pretext 
given by the )oung man. 
It is now 
believed by the police that 
Durant 
choked the girl to death, accomplished 
a double crime and then conveyed the 
body up into the belfry. 


After arriving here it appears 
from 
the position the corpse was found in 
that it was stripped of every inch of 
clothing, then laid out upon the floor 
as one is laid out for burial. 
Her 
hands were placed across her breast 
and her limbs were in a straight line 
with a piece of wood along side of 
them so that they would not fall out of 
the position left in. 
The

which has since been found, was torn 
into shreds and 
tucked away (among 
the rafters.

and can look into it from the rear 
windows of his house says, that he

Y e t the hotel is not a charitable in­ 
stitution. 
A more valuable 
possession 
than m o n e y i s required to g i v e y o n en­ 
try there. 
T o u m u s t have brains, and 
they m u s t be brains, moreover, that are 
refined and polished by education 
and 
culture, for the hotel 
is conducted for 
authors, musioians, teaohers a n d m e m ­ 
bers of 
other professions w h o find tem­ 
porary 
difficulty 
in w r i n g i n g 
dollars 
from an unappreoiative world, and 
for 
those w h o are incapacitated 
by age or 
illness from earning money. 


A courtly 
old gentleman 
opens" the 
front 
door 
to 
the needy 
brainworker 
w h o comes for the 
first 
t i m e and bows 
t h e caller i n t o t h e parlor, w i t h the in­ 
formation 
t h a t 
Miss 
w i l l 
attend 


her presently. 
A very pleasant first i m ­ 
pression of the hotel 
is reoeived 
w h i l e 
w a i t i n g here. 
These 
parlors seem in­ 
stinct w i t h informality and sociability. 
T h e 
plain, 
substantial 
furniture; 
the 
piano, w i t h its loose and apparently oft 
turned sheets of musio; the w e l l t h u m b ­ 
ed magazines and books, the portraits 
and engravings, combine to remind one 
of 
an 
old 
fashioned 
country 
honse 
where hospitality and 
simplicity d w e l l 
and ostentation has no place. 


T h e floor opens softly, and a s w e e t 
faced w o m a n enters. 
In a manner full 
of charm and tact she asks t h e necessary

w h i l e her credentials are carefully in­ 
vestigated. 
If the result is satisfactory, 
a w a r m w e l o o m e a w a i t s her on her s e c 
ond visit, and she 
becomes one of 
the 
little company whose 
ambitions in art 
or literature'have not yet been realized 
or are worn- out w i t h 
the efforts of 
a 
lifetime. 
She pays whatever she can af­ 
ford, from $ 1 a w e e k to $ 7 , and sympa­ 
thy and material aid, w h e r e 
possible, 
aro extended to her in her work. 


Professional 
persons over 65 m a y be­ 
come life guests by the payment of $300, 
w h i o b is raised by relatives or a church 
society, and s o m e t i m e s by the 
patrons 
of; the home. There are at present about 
50 guests in t*ie four connecting houses, 
to w h i c h the hotel haB been enlarged. 
They are not 
all 
w i t h o u t 
means. 
A 
number 
pay full 
rates for board, and 
l i v e in the hotel because of its society of 
clever, interesting 
persons and the at­ 
mosphere of refinement and homeliness. 


T h e founder of the hotel and the pres­ 
ident of the association, w h i c h includes 
among 
its members 
m a n y 
prominent 
N e w 
York 
m e n 
and w o m e n , is 
Miss 
Mary A. Fisher. 


"Our h o t e l , " as w a s told to a report­ 
er in a visit there, "occupies a field of 
usefulness all 
its own. 
There are au­ 
thors' and aotors' funds and oharitable 
organizations, but w e 
do not feel that 
w e are conducting a obarity. 
W e are 
simply providing a home for brain work­ 
ers w h o have earned a rest, and for am­ 
bitious educated persons w h o s e present 
m e a n s m i g h t n o t otherwise enable t h e m 
to live a m i d congenial 
surroundings. 


" A 
beautiful 
h o u s e in Hampstead, 
England, w h e r e governesses, g r o w n old 
in their profession, could l i v e out their 
lives ip peace a n d restfnlness, suggested 
the idea of the hotel to me. 
A n d after­ 
ward, here in N e w York, it oame to m e 
again w i t h striking force. 
In a wretoh- 
ed room in a tenement house I found an 
aged musician a n d composer i n h i s last 
illness. 


" ' D o n ' t send m e to an 
almshouse,' 
he begged.

"On another occasion a friend w a n t e d

street, amid almost 
squalid 
surround­ 
ings,, w e found these cultured peopla 
They were called successful 
writers, 
their special field being biography and 
history, but tbey accepted 
the work 
eagerly, on any terms. 
W e 
asked no 
questions. 
None were necessary. 
The 
pinched look on their child's face and 
their own pallor told the story of priva­ 
tion. 


" T h e s e and s i m i l a r experiences open­ 
ed my eyes to the great need of a hotel 
like ours, and after many discourage­ 
ments I started. It was eight years ago 
—yean that have given me a wealth of 
experience and shown me some of. the 
- strangest and moat pathetic phases of 
human nature. Around my table have 
gathered geniuses who were half mad, 
confused by the luxuriance of their own 
ideas; inglorious Milton a who were per­ 
haps too far ahead of their times to gain- 
recognition; young persons of. ardent 
ambitions, which have since been real­ 
ised in some oases; noblemen and wors­ 
en .who laoked but one qualification— 
that of getting money. Among the sad­ 
dest oases are the widows who after 
years of tontort and affluence are thrown

not a registration by individuals, b u t 
by families. 
If w e w e r e to say that t h e 
structure- of 
sooiety 
is 
cellular, 
w e 
should have to say tbajpit is the f a m i l y 
that constitutes eaob separate oell. 
N o 
man, 
h o w e v e r entire, 
i s a oell. 
N o 
w o m a n , 
however complete, 
is a cell. 
There is no finished cell 
except in the 
grouping of several individuals 
bound 
b y the tios of domestioity. 
A bachelor is 
a dislocated f r a g m e n t 
H i s female coun­ 
terpart is in the same category. 
It m a y 
not be their f a u l t 
It m a y lie in the 
necessity of their case. Still, all in all, 
it is a condition foreign to divine 
in­ 
tention. 


It is to the f a m i l y , therefore, that w e 
-shall 
have to look as being tho 
prime 
point of oonoern in all that relates 
to 
the w e a l of 
our times 
and our 
kind. 
'The strength and health of 
society are 
to be measured by the amonbt of 
affeo- 
tionate 
emphasis that is 
laid on 
the 
home idea, and 
the wholesomeness 
of 
sooiety 
is s i m p l y 
the 
sanctity of 
the 
home w r i t large. 
H o m e s are each 
of 
them the separate roots that carry their 
several contributions 
to the 
organized 
struoture of the general life. 


All of 
this holds w h e t h e r society be 
considered 
in 
its religious 
relations, 
w h i c h w e k n o w as the church, or in its 
secular ones, k n o w n as the state. 
T h e 
h o m e is the first churoh, and the home 
is the first state. 
There is nothing in 
either of 
the t w o that 
is not 
initially 
present in a small w a y inside the home 
oircle. 
A s regards the former there is a 
very important idea oonserved in so ar­ 
ranging our olmrch auditoriums as to 
oombine the congregation without sacri­ 
ficing 
the identity of its families. 
T h e 
pew system of worship is the deft w a y 
that our churoh 
architecture 
takes to 
teaoh the doctrine that each home is a 
litte religious organism. 
This is one of 
those interesting oases whero a sense of 
fitness, 
even 
w i t h o u t 
being 
distinctly 
conscious of 
it, nevertheless asserts it­ 
self and oreates a very substantial 
ex­ 
pression of 
itself. 
A n d 
there 
is 
n o 
preacher—at least there is no pastor— 
w h o does 
not carry distinctly 
in 
his 
head, and particularly in his heart, this 
cellular 
structure of 
his 'congregation 
and does not feel that the 
significance 
of his congregation depends not on the 
numbor of 
its individuals, but on 
the 
number 
of

politics have been dukes, but 
to be a duke w e i g h t s instead of lighten­ 
ing a m a n in the great race for power. 
There is a w i d e l y diffused 
impression, 
the 
origin of 
w h i c h w e cannot 
trace, 
that a d u k e is sure to be a little stupid, 
that a brilliant dnke is, in fact, an im­ 
possibility. T h e title is a positive draw­ 
back to the D n k e of Devonshire, and a 
Duke of Derby w o u l d never 
have been 
described as a "Rupert of debate. " 


T h e D u k e of Argyll, w h o is an intel­ 
lectual 
athlete, 
w o u l d 
h a v e 
been 
far 
more c o m p l e t e l y recognized as Earl 
of 
Argyll, and w e 
are not sure that 
tho 
dukedom 
has not impeded one or t w o 
promising 
politicians 
in the house of 
lords. 
Certainly 
a duke 
rarely 
rises 
there unless he has become k n o w n to 
the country before the title crashed him. 
Is it that the rank overpowers the pop­ 
ular i m a g i n a t i o n till m e n cease 
to see 
the person—a 
thing w h i c h 
constantly 
happens in 
the oase of k i n g s — o r is it 
that m e n oan never forget 
the 
special 
rank by m e r g i n g it in 
the simpler and 
more f a m i l i a r title of " l o r d ? " 


N o peer except a duke 
is invariably 
m e n t i o n e d by the title w b i o h marks his 
grade. W e h a v e not an idea of the true 
explanation, but w e k n o w that a polit­ 
ical earl w h o accepted a dukedom w o n l d 
loserheavily in popular estimation, and 
that even 
a marquis 
like Lord Salis­ 
bury, w h o w o u l d alter his rank so lit­ 
tle, 
w o u l d 
find 
that the 
ooronet 
of 
strawberry 
leaves acted, to 
a certain 
extent, as an extinguisher, while if his 
son never entered the honse of c o m m o n s 
he w o u l d h a v e to struggle againBt some 
inexplicable w e i g h t 
T h e fact is one of 
the very oddest in t h e w h o l e of the odd 
history of the influence of rank, but of 
its reality we entertain no doubt what­ 
ever. To say "that is a ducal opinion" 
is to say it is an opinion that no one in 
our days need consider.—London 
Spec­

The telegraph service of Great Britain 
is undoubtedly quicker, more reliable 
and cheaper. than that of the United 
Statea 
I make this statement after 
proper allowance of the differences in 
distances. 
It costs \%% cents for 12 
words and 1 cent for every additional 
word. 
This for Great Britain and Ire­ 
land—a uniform rate. 


It works admirably, as nearly all the 
postoffloeB are also telegraph offices. As 
a rule, the people are civil and obliging, 
and the delivery of messages more 
prompt than with us. 


These postoffloes, whioh inolude, as a 
rule, news stands and stationers' shops, 
are scattered all over the city, especial­ 
ly in London, and one has no such trou­ 
ble in getting postoffioe orders, postal 
notes, stamps, eta, as is too often the 
oase in New 7ork. 


Another great advantage of the Brit­ 
ish system is that there is no such thing 
as sending messages' 'collect'' You oan 
prepay an answer to a telegram, and the 
boy brings up a blank with the telegram 
when an answer has been paid for. 


Again, if you write to any one and 
want a telegraphic reply, merely inclose 
a blank with sixpenny postage stamps 
affixed. This saves the trouble of trans­ 
mitting money or imposing on a friend 
for reply. 


At one of the big city dinners a few 
weeks ago I sat opposite W. H. Preece, 
~ B., the engineer in chief and elec­ 
trician of British Telegraphic Wonder­ 
land, fle was greatly interested in the 
fact that we ooun ted the population by 
the means of eleotrioity, and of course 
knew exaotly how it was done. 


The increase in 26 years of messages 
alone from 6,600,000, when three pri­ 
vate companies controlled the business, 
to 70,000,000 messages in 1894, tells its 
own story. 
That the number of offices 
has increased threefold, now numbering 
9,000, and the miles of wire have in­ 
creased from 60,000 to 200,000—surely 
this indioates that the public are well 
and cheaply served. 


Financially the telegraph department 
is today paying expenses, but not the in­ 
terest on the money invested. 
It is 
claimed, howover, that the division of 
expenses between the postoffioe branch 
and the telegraph branch was of such 
an artificial oharaoter that the two serv­ 
ices should be looked at together finan­ 
cially. This would show a net annual 
surplus of from $18,760,000 to $16,000,- 
000—a very handsome addition to the 
pnblio revenues. 


A uniform telegraph servioe, say, of 
36 cents per message, is no more, in this 
advanced day of eleotrical appliances, 
than a uniform 2 oent letW rate was 
when adopted.—Chicago Inter Ocean.
